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Mayor Wins Councilmen to His Plan 
for Street Repairs in Appro­ 
priation Ordinance. 


FREEPORT- DIXON 
LINE 
HANGS 


Galena Avenne Problem Delays Ac- 
tion Until Nex t Meeting . * 


The session of the city council last 
evening developed unusual freedom in 
ex pression of opinion upon the part of 
the members and threatened a t one 
tim e to be stormy. Mayor Edwards 
and the aldermen came into conflict 
on the appropriation ordinance, but 
when the ideas of the mayor were 
fully understood by tbe 
aldermen 
they recog nized the justice and rea­ 
sonableness of his stand, the clouds 
rolled away and all was g ood feeling 
ag ain. 
Last year the appropriation ordi­ 
nance set off $200 to each ward which 
would be subject to tbe orders of tbe 
aldermen of th a t ward for minor street 
repairs which need not be previously 
acted upon by tbe council as a whole 
unless ex ceeding $25 in individual re­ 
pairs. Some of tbe wards did not use 
up this amount last year and the a l­ 
dermen felt th a t they were not g et­ 
ting their share, althoug h it was 
there at their disposal. This year 
they wanted to divide up the entire 
fund at the big inning of the year into 
five equal parts of $8 00 each, leaving 
nothing for a g eneral fund. 
MAYOR DOESN’T APPROVE. 
This plan did not meet with the 
approval of Mayor Edwards, and he 
was not slow in saying so. There was 
a heated discussion by the alderman 
who felt th a t their streets had not 
received the attention 
th a t 
they 
should. The alderman frem “ Liter­ 
ary Bow” called attention to the con­ 
dition of Second street at tbe arch, 
where he said the bull frog s sang St. 
Patrick’s Day in a German neig hbor­ 
hood and caused a disturbance. 
A rt­ 
esian place and ether streets wbich 
bad been broug ht to the attention of 
tbe council last year have remained 
unrepaired; but Mayor Edwards ex ­ 
plained this by saying th a t when the 
street repair fund was ex hausted last 
fall ali'work was ordered stopped, and 
hé thoug ht this was to tbe credit of 
council. 
Before tbe discusió n ended 
Mayor Edwards came out flat footed 
And said it would be“$200or nothing ” 
He ex plained th a t tbe city clerk would 
keep track of all repairs and each 
ward would be limited to its $800, al­ 
thoug h he did not think it would be 
rig ht to vote tbe entire amount prac­ 
tically out of the control of tbe coun­ 
cil at tbe beg inning of tbe year. 
A motion was made th a t $8 00 be set 
off to each ward, but Mayor Edwards 
ruled tbe motion out of order, stating 
th at he did not believe such action 
would be leg al. The setting off of 
$200 he said was to simplify the m at­ 
ter of oaring for little jobs* * 
MAYOR IS SUSTAINED 
Toe ordinance as orig inally read 
was ready for action, but no one 
seemed disposed to put the motion 
for its passag e. 
Finally Alderman 
Sterling , seconded by Smith, put the 
motion. In the meantime the alder­ 
men had been looking at the m atter 
from tbe mayor’s standpoint, and see- 
ug tbe reasonableness of it and tba t 
no ward would have an advantag e 
over tbe others they voted and passed 
the ordinance 
5 to 4, the vote being : 
Y es-G ag e, Gannon,Stephan,Smith, 
Sterling . 
tío —Gaffaey, Moeller, Schorr, W hal­ 
en. 


YEAR FOURTEEN MONTHS. 
The appropriation ordinance for the 
current year was read by City Clerk 
Bardwell, which included the estab­ 
lishment of the fiscal year. 
Owing to 
tbe chang e in the city charter the 
fiscal year will beg in on a later date 
than formerly, consequently to adjust 
m atters this year will be reckoned 
fourteen months long , including the 
past two months. The appropriations 
this year must therefore of necessity 
be a little larg er to cover the ex penses 
of the past two months, which were 
not included In last year’s appropria­ 
tion. 
Aocordiog to the ordinance, "The 
current fiscal year shall commence 
February *20, 19 05, and end on the day 
nex t prior to the date established by 
law for the annual election of 19 06 , 
and thereafter • the fiscal year shall 
commence on the date established by 
law for tbe annual election.” 


THE APPROPRIATIONS.

How British Cities Man­ 
age Public Utilities 


Birmingham Owns Its Street Railways. Electric Light 
and Power Plant and Many Other Utilities—Its Gas and 
Water Works Were Acquired In the Seventies Under the 
“ Boy M a yor,“ Joseph Chamberlain

and has operated it successful­ 
ly for more than a third of a 
century. 
A private company 
controls the g as in Liverpool, and it 
will be several years before the city 
can acq uire possession of the fran­ 
chise. 
On the other hand, Liverpool 
operates its tramways, while a private 
company operates those of Birming ­ 
ham, leasing them from, the city. 
It is rather sing ular that of the ten 
most popular objects of municipal own­ 
ership in Great Britain not a city has 
undertaken tho entire list. 
The ten I 
have in mind ure as follows: 


First.—Dwelling s for the working 
classes. 
Second.—1Tra m ways. 
Third.—Gas works. 
F o urth —Electric lig hting and power 
plants. 
Fifth.—Markets. 
Sixth.—Telephones. 
Seventh.—Baths and washhouses. 
Eig hth.—Refuse and sewer disposal. 
Ninth.—CemeterieS. 
Tenth.—Works department. 
Ail of these, with the exception of 
cemeteries, are reproductive institu­ 
tions aud in Great Britain are tech­ 
nically classed under the head of "mu­ 
nicipal trading .” 
In the above list I 
have placed only those utilities which 
are practically municipally unknown 
in the United States and have not in­ 
cluded waterworks for the reason that 
a larg e percentag e, if not the majority, 
of cities in this country and Canada 
clearly recog nize that the w ater supply 
should belong to the city and be operat­ 
ed by it. 
Glasg ow comes the nearest 
of any city to complete municipaliza­ 
tion, but as yet it m aintains no burial 
g rounds. 
I had an interesting talk with Sir 
Samuel Johnson on this subject. For 
thirty odd years Sir Samuel has been 
town clerk of Notting ham, and it 
should be understood that the towu 
clerk is the principal officer in a British 
town or city, having vastly more pow­ 
er and influence than the mayor or any 
elective official. He usually holds his 
place for life, and most town clerks 
live to a g ood old ag e. It would be diffi­ 
cult to flud a hig her type of the court­ 
ly, old fashioned Eng lish g entleman 
than Sir Samuel Johnson, aud his offi­ 
cial life g oes back to the days before 
the present scope of public ownership 
was dreamed of. 
"W hy is it,” I asked, "that there is so 
little uniformity of action among your 
cities iu the matter of municipaliza­ 
tion? If public ownership be tf g ood 
thing , why do your cities omit certain 
enterprises aud take up others? If it 
be practical for Birming ham to own its 
g as works, why is it not eq ually so for 
Liverpool and for all other cities?” 
“When our young folks g et married 
and start housekeeping ,” said Sir Sam­ 
uel, after a pause, “each couple pro­ 
ceeds to tit up its house according to its 
tastes or means. One may buy a piano, 
another beg in the collection of a libra­ 
ry, a third may put all of its surplus 
earning s into land, while others will 
concentrate their energ ies on obtaining 
possession of various comforts and lux­ 
uries. But all have in mind the eventu­ 
al ownership of everything which will 
conduce to happiness and prosperity. 
It is the same with our cities. There 
are g ood and sufficient reasons why 
they are compelled to w ait before they 
dare assume certain responsibilities. 
Glasg ow’s proud position has been at­ 
tained from the fact that she started 
on this work many years before the 
other cities did. In many instances we 
are hampered by leases and franchises 


enues the sum of $5,000,000, with on 
extra $3,500,000 paid to the sinking 
fund, and the further fact that during 
these years the price paid for g as has 
averag ed 
one-third 
less 
than 
that 
charg ed by the private company. The 
reduction in the expense of city lig ht­ 
ing amounts to $1,250,000. 
The hun- 
dnnls of men employed in the works 
receive hig her wag es aud work fewer 
hours than formerly, and it is worthy 
of note that the record of tests and the 
evidence of consumers prove that a 
much better q uality of g as is supplied 
now than before the city assumed con­ 
trol. 
The municipal g as monopoly is com­ 
plete, but there are no complaints, and 
I heard of no scandals. Owing to the 
hig h price of coal the cost of produc­ 
tion is much g reater than in the United 
States, but the g as is sold for half as 
much, with a larg e and increasing rev­ 
enue to the city. 
When the bonds are 
all paid and the city becomes the abso­ 
lute owner of the property the price 
will be yet further reduced. 
In the 
meantime the profits will have more 
than paid the cost of the plant 
The g ross profits last year were near­ 
ly $900,000, and were It not that larg e 
sums had to be diverted to interest 
and sinking fund payments and to the 
assistance of the taxpayers it would 
be possible today, even with the abnor­ 
mal price of materials, to produce and 
sell g as at less than 40 cents a thou­ 
sand feet and leave a handsome profit 
There is no theory about this. 
It is 
being done on an enormous scale in one 
of the world’s larg est dtles. 
I have space only to note the other 
enterprises in which Birming ham is 
eng ag ed. 
The city maintains u com­ 
prehensive system of baths, rang ing 
from open air baths for the poorer 
classes to modern Turkish baths. The 
income amounts to $25.000 a year. The 
city burial board has charg e of ceme­ 
teries in which 4,000 were interred last 
year. 
It is the policy of the board to 
so conduct this estate as to make it 
self sustaining , and successive years 
show alternating profits and losses in 
small amounts. 
Four years ag o Birming ham pur­ 
chased the electric lig ht and power 
plant, paying the owners of the fran­ 
chise more than $2.000,000. 
For the 
first two years the new manag ement 
made so many improvements that there 
was a slig ht deficit, but the third year 
yielded a profit, and the last annual 
report indicated a net g ain of $150,000, 
which went into tho common treasury. 
The city owns its markets, and they 
are a source of revenue. 
Birming ham 
is a farm er on a larg e scale. The mu­ 
nicipal farm comprises 1.500 acres, and 
1,000 more are about to be milled. This 
land is fertilized by the sewag e and is 
larg ely devoted to cattle raising and 
dairy business. 
There are also im­ 
mense herds of sheep which belong to 
the city. 
There are tilt rattan works 
and a plant for handling the byprod­ 
ucts, and these, with the farm, repre­ 
sent an investment of about $2,500,000. 
The last report shows that the annual 
sales of stock amount to $80,000, while 
$25,000 is realized from milk and about 
as much from wool. By these scientific 
methods the cost of disposing of sew­ 
ag e is materially reduced. 
Birming ham purchased its w ater sup­ 
ply in 1870 under the administration of 
Joseph Chamberlain, paying $6,500,000 
for the orig inal plant It has just com­ 
pleted at an expense of nearly $30,000,- 
000 an extension of the scheme by 
which it conveys w ater from Wales, 
eig hty miles away. It owns outrig ht 
130 sq uare miles of hills and valleys 
which will supply water for a ixjpula-

William Smith has a letter pub­ 
lished in T h e T e l e g r ap h defending 
the church and his brother Joseph 
against the charge of being poly ga­ 
mists. 


T h e 
T e l e b r ap h 
in 
December, 
1851, congratulates the city of Chi­ 
cago on its prosperity ; stating that in 
that city two banks are about to be 
started. 
In March, 1852, T h e T e l e g r a p h 
rejoices 
that the slow-going four 
horse coach with 
mail 
service is 
about to be superceded by the rail­ 
roads 
In May , 1852, T h e T e l e g r a p h has 
an interesting communication from 
Henry T. Noble, (afterwards colonel) 
school teacher, on “Parents' Duty to 
Children.” 
The late Colonel Noble 
was a frequent contributor to the 
paper. 
Dixon at 
this time 
contributed 
twenty -three dollars for the Washing­ 
ton monument at the national cap­ 
ital. 
The election returns at that time in 
Lee county show not only the results, 
but the few Inhabitants 
in Lee 
county for every voter voted then. 
Pierce, 
democratic 
candidate 
for 
president, had 573: Scott, whig, 478 ;

much talked about rich mine is still 
undeveloped. 
In May 18 53 T h e T e l e g r a p h said: 
Queen 
Victoria with her accus­ 
tomed punctuality , raised the taxes 
of the British people at a quarter past 
one o’clock in the afternoon of the 
7th Inst. The roy al nurse has again 
got his hands full, and the queen, the 
child, (a boy ) Prince Albert, the Earl 
of Aberdeen, Lord Palmerstom and 
the crowd of cabinent ministers, and 
others, whose presence made the in­ 
teresting event memorable, are doing 
as well as can possibly be expected. 
The noses of all the other roy al chil 
dren are, in the language of the nur­ 
sery “put out of joint” by this cabinet 
disclosure.

The editor speaks of the wonderful 
promptness of the mail because he re­ 
ceived letters from New York in four 
day s and from St. Louis from 7 to 10 
day s was the time made by mail. 
A survey had been completed for 
the Dixon Air-Line railroad, now the 
C. & N. W. 


T h e T e l e g r a p h scolds because a 
steamboat came up Rock river as far 
as Sterling, but the captain was there 
toid that it would not “pay ” for him 
to come on up to Dixon.

“ If y ou would be so good, sir, there 
is a woman In the port a ft hospital 
who is much in need of y our sendees, 
sir,” w a s the salutation of the third 
cabin steward as he awakened the ship 
surgeon from a comfortable sleep and 
spoiled a delightful dream concerning 
a nautical ely sium where people were 
nev er ill and where ship surgeons were 
allowed to sleep uninterruptedly each 
night. 
It wa s 3 o’clock on a miserable morn­ 
ing. 
A heav y ga le from the northeast 
had blown stea dily for thirty hours, 
kicking up a nasty sea. 
Despite the 
great length of the ocean grey hound, 
she plunged about In the turbulent w a ­ 
ter like some frightened monster. 
Her 
enormous head plowed through the 
mighty w a v es and sent mountains of 
spray fly ing to the v ery stern. 
With an alacrity born of a phy si­ 
cian’s innate desire to reliev e suffer­ 
ing the ship surgeon got into his clothes 
and started for the scene of his labors. 
The decks were wet with rain and fly ­ 
ing spray , and the rolling of the ship 
added to the discomforts of perambula­ 
tion. 
As the doctor passed a compan­ 
ionway leading from the weather side 
of the ship 
a huge wa v e slapped 
against the v essel and sent a torrent 
of water through the passage. 
The 
surgeon’s cap went by the board, and 
his ov ercoat wa s drenched. 
He wa s 
tempted to be angry , but a s his mind 
harked back to other day s, when on 
cold, w et nights he had driv en ten 
miles or more ov er the bleak New 
Hampshire hills on errands of mercy , 
he congratulated him self on hav ing the 
stanchest of decks under his feet in­ 
stead of being compelled to guide a 
'horse through the murky , impenetrable 
darkness. 
In a few moments the doctor had 
ushered into the world a little life, and, 
though the v essel rolled and pitched, 
causing the hospital to assume all sorts 
of crazy positions at times, he felt 
amply repaid for the loss of sleep, for 
this tiny boy had by a few day s es­ 
caped being born on the soil of a des­ 
potic European nation. 
And this ushered in one of the doc­ 
tor’s busy day s. 
No sooner had he 
comfortably ensconced himself on his 
settee for a nap until the iirst bugle 
call than he wa s summoned to attend 
a sailor who had scalded his leg and 
foot while preparing to swab one of 
the decks. 
Before the sailor’s needs 
had been attended to it w a s breakfast 
time. 
That gav e a brief breathing 
space. 
At 9 o’clock the round of v isits com­ 
menced. 
In the forward port hospital 
a steerage passenger wa s found to be 
ill with pneumonia, showing a tempera­ 
ture of 104 degrees; a steward had 
acute nephritis, a fireman tonsilitis and 
a boy a septic hand, which he had 
brought aboard. Iu the a fter hospitals, 
dev oted to women, there were also v a ­ 
rious cases. 
A woman taken acutely 
and maniacally insane after leav ing 
port demanded a good deal of atten­ 
tion. 
A y oung woman with pleurisy , 
an old lady with facial neuralgia, a 
child with lary ngitis and another with 
a bronchial cold each took up a portion 
of die surgeon's time. 
At 10:30 o’clock came inspection. For 
an hour the captain, purser, surgeon 
and chief steward thoroughly inspected 
the ship from stern to stem. 
Ev ery 
part of the v essel, from the first cabin 
to the third e^ ss and from the saloon 
to the firemen’s forecasde, wa s gone 
ov er. 
Matters of v entilation, cleanli­ 
ness and order were considered, and 
nothing which did not meet the appro­ 
bation of the officers escaped detection. 
The thoroughness ex ercised in this in­ 
spection is such that the stewards 
show the greatest v igilance. Neatness, 
order and cleanliness hav e to be en­ 
forced on shipboard. 
After inspection the surgeon made 
his cabin calls. 
Fortunately mal de 
mer and minor ailments were all that 
claimed his time. Then followed the 
surgery hour, at which twenty -two of 
the third cabin passeugers and mem­ 
bers of the crew asked for medical ad­ 
v ice. The ca ses were nearly all of a 
minor nature—coughs, colds, sprains, 
cuts and the like. 
Most of the third 
cabin passeugers were seasick, and the 
majority were more than willing to lie 
in their berths until the gale subsided. 
During the afternoon the surgeon 
had an opportunity to get a tw o hour 
nap. Then came the ev ening hospital 
calls and at 8 :30 o’clock the ev ehing 
surgery hour. At this tim e it wa s nec­ 
essary to reduce a hernia and to fit a 
truss. 
A bad ca se of v aricose ulcer 
was treated, and a couple of stitches 
were taken in the scalp of a pugna­ 
cious Irishman who had decried Eng­ 
land’s greatness In the hearing of a 
loy al Britisher. A fireman ov ercome by 
the heat In the stokehole and another 
afflicted with v ertigo ended the labors 
of the surgeon for the night. 
Such was a sample da y ’s routine. 
Happy was the medical man when on 
reaching port after a busy week he 
was able to land ev ery person on tho 
iblp. Two went to the hospital, but 
both were ‘‘out of the woods” before 
tbe v essel again turned her prow home­ 
ward. 
A v ery general misconception seems 
to ex ist among the medical profession 
and indeed among many of the laity 
also as regards the professional attain­ 
ments of surgeons on the transatlantic 
steamships. There Is a widespread no­ 
tion that to be a ship’s doctor one need 
only hav e n smattering of medicine, to­ 
gether with the v aguest ideas of sur­ 
gery , and that, possessing these, a man 
is amply qualified to watch ov er the 
health of sev eral hundred people among 


the passengers and crew of his v essel. 
In point of fact, the av erage steam­ 
ship surgeon is at least as well quali­ 
fied as the av erage phy sician on shore. 
Many of them indeed are men of the 
highest 
scientific 
attainments. 
The 
number of men who would like to go to 
sea as surgeous is so great that stea m ­ 
ship companies may pick and choose 
among the ablest of the y ounger men. 
It is ex tremely difficult nowa da y s for 
any but an ex ceptional phy sician to ob­ 
tain a regular berth aboard a transat­ 
lantic liner. 
To secure a place as phy sician on one 
of the ships it is essential to ha v e had 
ample hospital ex perience. 
As a rule, 
the management giv es preference to 
men who hav e been in priv ate practice 
a fter completing tbeir hospital work. 
All steamships sailing under the Eng­ 
lish flag are required to carry as reg­ 
ular surgeons men who hav e been 
trained in England, Scotland or Ire­ 
land. 
The ship surgeon, howev er he may 
dev ote some of his time to' the ameni­ 
ties of civ ilized life, cannot be the so­ 
cial butterfly he is sometimes repre­ 
sented as being. 
Indeed, most sur­ 
geons see the passen gers only at the 
table ov er which they presid e and oc­ 
casionally on the promenade d ec k. The 
ship surgeon leads, in fact, practically 
the same kind of life as his confrere 
ashore. 
He is a busy man. The larger 
v essels seldom carry fewer than 500 
people on each trip, and in the summer 
months 1.500 would be nearer an av ­ 
erage number. 
Each one of these persons, in wha t­ 
ev er cla ss, is priv ileged to call on the 
surgeon a t any time, day or night. And 
the av erage passenger feels free to ex ­ 
ercise his priv ilege. 
His ailments are 
the same at sea as ashore, augmented 
by the troubles peculiar to the sea, and 
if any thing he is more particular when 
on the wa ter than when ashore. 
Prob­ 
ably the ship’s doctor listens to more 
ta les of woe in one trip than he would 
hear in six months ashore. 
It w ill be seen that the surgeon of 
the big transatlantic liner is no drone. 
His working hours are long, and much 
of his leisure time is taken up in the 
study and the perusal of the medical 
literature, of which he usually has a 
generous supply . The surgeon’s library 
is ample and up to date and his med­ 
ical and surgical equipment of the best. 
He therefore who supposes tha t the 
doctor at sea is not the peer of the doc­ 
tor ashore should at once disabuse his 
mind of that impression. 
The medical 
profession has no more high minded, 
earnest and hardworking representa­ 
tiv es than .the ones who go down to 
the sea in ships.—New York Times. 


GREAT SUN SPOTS. 


T he 
F a r lo n » 
S o la r 
T e m pe s t» 
T ha t 
M a rk T he ir A ppe a r a n c e . 
Back in 18 43, when the Millerites 
were looking for the end of the world, 
there wa s a great sun spot that to 
man y seemed to lend weight to the 
Millerites’ arguments from the time 
prophecies in the Bible. 
For a week 
in that y ear there wa s a sun spot that 
was v isible to the naked ey e. 
It meas­ 
ured 74,8 10 miles across. 
Ou the day 
of the eclipse in 18 58 a spot 107,009 
miles iu ex tent wuis clearly seen. These 
spots are considered to be storms in 
the glowing gases that correspond to 
the atmosphere of this earth. 
If there 
were ships on the sun as large as this 
earth they would be tossed about like 
autumn leav es in an ocean storm. 
These solar spots are most abundant 
on the two sides of the sun's equator, 
where they mark something akin to a 
terrestrial cy clone belt. 
The center of 
a cy clone is rarefied and therefore 
colder. 
Cold on the sun is darkness. 
An astronomer sa y s tha t these cy clones 
carry down into the depths of the 
solar mass the cooler materials of the 
upper lay ers, formed principally of hy ­ 
drogen, and thus produce in theif cen­ 
ter a decided ex tinction of light and 
heat as long as the gy ratory mov ement 
lasts. 
Finally the hy drogen, set free 
at the base of the whirlpool, becomes re­ 
heated at this great depth and rises up 
tumultuously , forming irregular jets, 
which appear abov e the chromosphere. 
Sun spots often break out or disap­ 
pear under the ey e of the observ er. 
They div ide like a piece of ice dropped 
on the surface of a frozen pond, the 
pieces sliding off in ev ery direction, or 
they combine like separate floes driv en 
together into a pack. 
Sometimes a 
spot will la st for more than 200 day s, 
through six or eight rev olutions of the 
sun. 
Sometimes a spot will la st only 
half an hour. 
“ The v elocities indicated by these 
mov ements,” 
writes 
Henry 
W hite 
Warren, D. D.. “ are incredible. An up- 
rush or dowurush at the sides has been 
measured of twenty miles a second, a 
siderush or whirl of 120 miles a second. 
These tempests are ov er regions so 
wide that our own Indian ocean is too 
small to be used for comparison. 
As 
they cease the adv ancing sides of the 
spots approach each other a t the rate 
of 20,000 miles an hour. 
They strike 
together, and the rising spray leaps 
thousands of miles into space.” —Chi­ 
cago News.

The Colu mbia riv er, after 
pursuing its placid way across the arid 
wa stes of land on the eastern side of 
the Cascad e range for nearly 200 miles, 
approaches the stately row of mou n ­ 
tain peaks and pushes through between 
the towering peak s, Mou n ts Hood an d 
Adams. 
After descending in a boiling 
cascade, from which it is said that the 
range of peaks deriv es its n ame, the 
Columbia, or, a s it has often been call­ 
ed, the Oregon, rolls between ev er 
widening banks to the white 
bulwark 
erected by the turbulent sea across its 
mouth. 
One with a good strong arm could 
throw a stone across the riv er at the 
point where ft enters the portals of 
the mountains. 
Literally the riv er has 
turned itself 
on edge in order to 
squeeze through. 
Some distance be­ 
low this point the riv er pours ov er a 
succession of rugged ledges; then it 
smilingly pa sses on its wa y to the sea. 
The scenery in this cut through the 
mountains is thought by some to riv al 
in sublimity tha t to be found any ­ 
where in the world. 
Pinna cles of v ol­ 
canic rock tower toward the heav ens. 
On them ha v e lodged se6 ds carried 
thither by the wind or birds. 
From 
these seeds 
trees hav e germinated. 
These cling to the rocks with a remark­ 
able tenacity , and some of them, one 
would think, ha v e a precarious liv ing. 
On the v ery summit of one of these 
Pillars of Hercules a single repre­ 
senta tiv e of the ev ergreen trees which 
abound on the western slope of the 
Cascades elev a tes its folia ge with all 
the impudent audacity and farcical 
diminutiv eness of a clown’s stov epipe 
hat. 
There it stands as securely fa s­ 
tened and » its foliage a s rakishly in­ 
clined as the hat on the clown’s brow. 
What depth of soil it has In which to 
plant its roots doubtless not many 
know, for the ascent of the column has 
probably been accomplished by few. It 
is said that in the early da y s of com­ 
merce on the Columbia, when sailing 
ships plowed their way up the stream 
into the heart of the country , the y ard­ 
arms would often become entangled in 
the branches of the trees which ov er­ 
hung the water. 
To the sailors after 
their long sojourn at sea it wa s like 
entering paradise. 
Beautiful water­ 
fa lls add to the charm of die scene. 
They come pouring as if from the sky 
ov er precipices 8 00 feet high and. hid­ 
den in mist, plunge into the serene 
bosom of the great riv er. 
There are a number of other striking 
formations of basaltic columns besides 
the Pillars of Hercules. There are bat- 
tlemented ca stles, rounded domes and 
a thousand rocks of other fantastic 
shapes. One group of pinnacles, down 
which numerous small streams descend, 
Is called Cape Horn. Dominating the 
scene ev ery where through this region 
are the two ex tinct v olcanoes, snow­ 
capped warders of the pass, Mount Ad­ 
ams on the north and Mount Hood on 
the south. 
The Indians hav e a legend as to the 
origin of the obstructions to nav igation 
which form the cascades. They say that 
the two earth giants, the mountains. 
J ealous of each other's power, once 
quarreled furiously . They belched forth 
fire and smoke and hurled great stones 
a t each other. 
Some of these stones 
passed across the riv er, while many 
others fell into the stream. In the fiery 
conflict a roof of rock which spanned 
the riv er w a s broken into fragments. 
The lodging of all these fragments and 
stones in the stream created the ca s­ 
cades. 
The white man has sev eral theories. 
One is that the ledge of solid rock ov er 
which the current sweeps wa s deposit­ 
ed by a great rockslide down the sides 
of the gorge. These mountain sides are 
wildernesses of broken crags ex tending 
to the summits, 3.000 feet high. The 
ledge is crowned with large bowlders 
so great tha t the massy body of water 
cannot mov e them.—New York Trib­ 
une.
